One of the principal lines of work of the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics is the gathering and distribution of statistics and information on 
the economic aspects of the agricultural industry. 


The bureau employs more than 1,000 workers on this work of whom about 
300 are connected with the crop reporting service and 400 with the market news 
service. Most of these workers are in the field, Of the entire personnel of 
the bureau, which in January, 1934 numbered 2449 persons, approximately 933 
are located in Washington and 1508 in field stations, cae o9 in foreign 
countries, 


Two general divisions of the information are recognized; (1) Current 
economic facts, which are gathered and promptly released by radio, press and 
mail, and (2) analytical summaries, special reports, and interpretive state- 
ments which are of a more general educational nature and which are given dis- 
tribution through the press, publications, the extension service, and other 
State agencies. ; 


The first class of information includes crop reports, market news 
reports, etc.; the second class includes the outlook reports, agricultural and 
price situation reports, and special commodity reviews of a less timely nature. 
In the first group facts are vresented without extended interpretation, whereas 
material jn the second group is explained and analyzed for educational uses. 


The Crop and Market News Service draws upon the several divisions of the 
bureau that collect informations; The Division of Crop and Livestock Estimates, 
the five commodity market news divisions (Cotton; Livestock, Meats, and Wool; 
Fruits and Vegetables; Dairy and Poultry Products; Hay, Feed, and Seed), the 
Tobacco Section, the Foreign Agricultural Service, and the Division of 
Statistical and Historical Research. The information gathered by each of 
these is assembled and released immediately in separate forms, either from 
Washington or from the field offices. Most of the information is later con- 
solidated into various types of publications for permanent record. 


The informational work is handled by the divisions listed on the inside 
front cover of this list, each of which controls its own branch offices. The 
Director of Econouwic Information assists the Chief of the Bureau by maintaining 
general supervision over the form and method of relcases for press and radio; 
by supervising the editing of. periodicals, printed bulletins, and special 
publications for extension workers; and by supervising tne photographic, 
exhibits, and motion picture work of the bureau.

gruit and Nut Crop Reports. State statistics on fruit and nut crop 
production are included in the resular monthly crop reports issued about the 
1Otn of each month. Rarely are estimates made of the quantity of production 
utilized for canning, drying, or other manufacturing. Except for strawberries 
there are no established series of estimates on small-fruit production, 


Potato and Sweetpotato Reports, The detailed statistical reports on 
total production of Irish (or white) potatoes and sweetpotatoes, by States, 
are issuec in the regular monthly crop reports. Several special reports on 
potatoes are also issued during the year, the following being the more important, 





(1) Report on Merchantable Potato Stocks on hand Januar 

in 37 late anc intermediate States, including an analysis 
of the utilization of the crop and the reported acreage 
srowers intend to plant the coming year. The acreage in- 
tention report is zenerally available about January 25, and 
the stocks report a week or ten days later, 





(2) Reports on Cormaercial Early Potato Production in 19 
States, chiefly in the South but extending as far north 

as New Jersey, Maryland, Kentucky, Missouri, anc. Nebraska; 
including reports rezarcing intended cormiercial acrea;e in 
successive ,roups of States, issued from October to March, 
and production reports from April to Auzust, followed by 
sumuary reports for the season. 


Other Vegetable and Truck Grop Reports, State statistics are compiled 
and issuec covering the commercial production of various important vegetable 
and truci: crops. The reports are divided into two distinct series as follows; 


(1) Cormmercial Truck Crops for Shipment, commonly called 
Truck Crop Reports, comprising estimates on strawberries, 
cantaloupes, watermelons, and the principal vegetables 
that are grown for shipaent by rail, boat or auto truck 
to markets more or less distant from the point of pro-

cluded in’these estinates except insofar as local sales 
occur as a minor phase of the shippins enterprise. In 
most of the reports the estinates are suown for successive

(2) Truc Crops for Co.uercial Manufacture, cornonly 
called Canning Crop Reports, comprising estimates of tne 
principal vesetable crops utilized by canning and pacing 
establishnents, including pimientos, cucwabers for pickles 
and cabbage for kraut. 






The truck and cannin; crop reports are prepared in the form of cormodit 
sheets, each containing current statistics and crop cornments for one or more 
erouys of States, At occasional intervals, a collection of timely crop news 
items is issued without statistical matter, Tae dates for release of reports

"Foreign Crops and Markets" is distributed to a limited list of orodaucers, 
dealers in agricultural products, farm journals, newspapers, educational insti- 
tutions, and trade organizations, darticularly those who are in a position to 
republish the material or circulate it in agricultural sections. 
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World Prospect Reports. - Mimeographed reports are issued monthly under 
this title. Under the direction of the Division ot Statistical and Historical 
Research they: analyze the world situation (foreign and domestic) for certain 
azricultural products. The products so treated are; Wheat, cotton, wool, 
flaxseed, dairy products, hoss, and pork. Similar reports are issued 
seasonally for feed grains and dry beans. From time to time additions may be 
made to the list of commodities in this group. Most of the foreizn material 
going into these reports is supplied through the Foreign Agricultural Service,

QUTLOOK REPORTS 


The Annual Agricultural Outlook report is prepared in November, instead 
of January as formerly. It is prepared at a conference of the comaodity and 
economic sSecialists, with representatives from other bureaus in the Department 
of Agriculture, and-extension economists fron the States. This group is 
organized into committees each of which analyses the facts regarding a single 
commodity and prepares a statement describing the situation during the past 
year and the factors that may determine trends of the coming year. The 
Committee reports are then passed by the outlook conference group as a whole. 
The outlook report is desi.ned to bring together all available facts that will 
nelp producers to decide upon their plans for tne year. The Federal outlook 
report is printed in the regular Miscellaneous Publication series for distri-= 
bution through extension workers, and to crop reporters and farmers, 
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State Outlook Reports. - Following the preparation of the Federal outlook 
revort, most of the State Colleges and Extension Services prepare State outlook 
resorts bearing garticularly upon conditions in their several localities. 
Federal. men cooperate in this works and in the outlook meetings tnat are held in 
the States. The Extension Service of each State can furnish information as to 
tne character of outlook reports available within that State. The State 
reports are not distributed by the federal bureau. 


Seasonal Outloox Reports. - Supplementary statements that revise the 
annual outlook report are issued during certain periods of the year on certain 
farm products. A summer hog outlook statement is issued in July following the 
June pig survey. Midasummer reports are issued on lambs, beef cattle, winter 
wheat, poultry, and dairying. These reports are distributed in mimeographed 
form by the Bureau of Agricultural Economics and are published in "Crops and 
Markets". 


OUTLOOK CHARTS 


Qutlook Charts. - Charts and maps on subjects covered in tho outlook 
report are issued in the form of bulletins, rotaprint books, and wall charts. 
A list of these outlook charts, relating to each annual outloox is issued for 
the use of economic workers and teacners. Anyone may buy photographic prints 
of charts or maps. Prices are 10¢ each for 8 x 10 prints; 20 cents for 30 x 40 
wall charts on oaper; and $1.00 on cloth.

Practical forms of the Official Standards of the United States for the Fy 
grade and color and length of staple of American upland and American Egyptian 
cotton and of the standard grades and colors of cotton linters are furnished 
at a nominal price to exchanges and otners; the classification of cotton and 4 
cotton linters, under the United States cotton standards act, is performed : 
upon request for individual owners or in connection with arbitration; classi- 
fiers and samplers of cotton and of linters are licensed under tne United 
States cotton standards act; all cotton intended for delivery upon the futures 
contracts of the New Yorx and New Orleans Cotton Exchanges and the Chicago 
Board of Trade is classified; and estimates concerning the grade and staple or® 
the cotton carry-over each year and of the crop as produced, are oublished, a 
as are estimates of tue quality of cotton consumed by American mills. Requests 
for detailed information concerning these services should be addressed to 4 
Division of Cotton Marketing, Bureau of Agricultural Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture, Wasuington, D. C. 


DAIRY AND POULTRY PRODUCTS STANDARDS AND INSPECTION 


Standards for butter and for American whole milk cheese and tentative 
standarcs for dressed »oultry, shell esgs, and dressed domestic rabbits have 
been establisned. Butter and cheese grading services are availaole at 12 
markets. An egg grading service is available at 10 markets and, tnrough 
cooperative agreements with States and other agencies, at saippinz »oints in 
Virginia, Tllinois, Maryland, Ohio, Indiana, and'Missouri. Dressed poultry 
gracing is conducted at Washington, D. C. and San Francisco, California, and 
for several Federal agencies located elsewnere. Shipping point srading of 
dressed poultry is also carrieé on at a number of points in Kansas, Missouri, 
and Iowa. Live poultry is inspected at New York City and near-by terminal — 
points, Dressed poultry inspection is conducted for 19 poultry canning plants 
and for one plant that furnishes inspected poultry to canneries. For a short 
period previous to Thanksgiving and Christmas a turkey grading service is 
Operated at more than 25 Snidping points in 10 States.

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FRUIT aND VEGETABLE STANDARDS AND INSPECTION 


Standards for 55 commodities, inclucing honey, pecans, and peanuts, have - 
now been established by the Division of Fruits and Vegetables. As two or more _ 
sets of standards are necessary for different types of the same Ccommocity if A 
tney vary widely, a total of 77 standards has been issued. Most of the stan- be 
Gards are for fruits and vegetables consumed in the fresh state but stancards 
hawe been issued for a few commodities purcnased by canners for canning pur- 
doses. Under cooperative agreements with 45 States and Porto Rico, inspection 
is offered at important shipping points on all products for which standards 
have been established and on m.77 others for which no standards have been 
recomuencec, certification veing by cescription. Insgection is also available 
for all procucts at 47 terminal markets, Special arrangements are aade for 
inspection for the U. §. Navy and other Feceral agencies, Other special 
arrangements include those for fruit auctions, railroad com danies, cold 
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storages, canners, and steamship companies. For further information address

CANNED FRUIT aND VEGETABLE STANDARDIZATION AND GRADING

STANDARDS FOR CONTAINERS

GRAIN STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION 


The United States grain standards act authorizes the Secretary of Agri- 
culture to establish official standards for grain and to license inspectors 
to apdly such standards and to handle anpeals from inspections performed by 
licenstag, The act provides, in effect, that if grain be sold by zrade and 
shipped in interstate or foreign commerce, the official standards must be used 
and the grain must be inspected by a licensed inspector if it moves from or to 
42 point at which inspection is maintainec. Pureuant to this authority the 
Secretary of Agriculture has promulgated official standards for snelled corn, 
wneat, oats, rye, grain sorzhums, feed oats, mixed feed oats, and barley. 
Official grain inspection is now maintained at 170 marxets througnout the 
country at wnich 405 licensed inspectors perform service. These licensees are 
not employees of tne Federal Government. They derive their compensation from 
States, boards ot trade, and chambers of comnerce. In addition the Federal 
department maintains a force known as Federal Grain Supervision whose duty it 
is to handle apgeals frou srades assizned by licensees and to supervise the 
wor of licensees in order to. insure correct and uniform application of the 
standards.

GROUND ALFALFA STANDARDIZATION 


Tentative standards for ground alfalfa were recommended November 3, 1933 
and during the months of December, 1933, to warch, 1934, the manufacturers of 
srounc alfalfa are submitting samgles for grading under the proposed standards, 
Unoificial certificates are bein, issued on these samples in order to acquaint 
the trace with tne standards and to obtain constructive criticism of them. 

BEAN STANDARDIZATION AND INSPECTION 

Standards have been promulgated for 21 of ‘the principal classes of dry 
edible beans produced in Continental United States. Federal or Federal-State 
insoection has been established at shipping pboints in 8 leading bean-procucing 
States ang at 11 important terminal markets. ‘The standards have been adopted ag 
tae oficial standards of the State Department of Agriculture in California, : 
Idano, Montana, Wyoming, and New York. 


SOYSEAN STANDARDIZATION aND INSPECTION 


Standards for soybeans have been issued and inspection service has been | 
established at 26 important shipping points and terminal markets through coop- | 
erative agreements wita State and trade organizations. Practically all 
soybeans suiipped to mills are purciased on the basis of U. S, No. 2 grade and 
Over 75 per cent of these are inspected at destination. Export sales are 
consumuated on the basis of Federal inspection at port of shipment final. 


DRY PEA STANDARDIZATION aND INSPECTION 
Tentative standards for dry peas were recommended August 1, 1933, 
Federal inspection was established at shipping points in the producing section 
of eastern Wasnington and northern Idaho. This service was used extensively 
by growers and shippers in Miarketin; tne 1933 crop. 


BROOMCORN Si aNDARDI ZATION 


Standards for broomcorn have been issued and copies of the standards 
may be nad on application, 
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SEED VERIFICATION SERVICE 


A seed-verification service covering alfalfa and red clover seed pro- 
vides for the issuance of certificates that in effect guarantee the origin of 
tnese seeds to be as stated on these certificates. Sixty-eight seed cenlers 
in 22 States, who usually handle 85 per cent or more of the alfalfa seed pro- 
duced in Central and Northern States and a considerable portion of tne red 
clover seed, are enrolled in this voluntary service.

TOBaCCO CLaSSIFICATION

“STANDARDIZATION OF LIVESTOCK 


Official standards have been promulzated for the followinz; Slaughter 
cattle including steers, cows, heifers, bulls, and stags, slaughter calvos, 
and vealers. Tentative standards have been published for the following: (1) 
Stocker and feeder steers (6 zrades); stocker and feeder heifers (6 grades); 
stocker anc feeder cows (5 grades); stocker and feeder bulls (5' ‘zrades), and 
stocxer and feeder calves (5 grades). (2) Slaughter barrows and gilts 
(4 srades). (3%) Slaughter lambs (6 grades) and slauzhter ewes (6 uzrades). 


STANDARIZATION OF MBat 


Official class and grade standards have been issued for beef, veal, 
calf, lamb, and mutton; standards for pork are still in tentative form. 


STANDARDIZATION OF HIDES AND SKINS 


Tentative standards have been drafted and published for the following; 
Butcher ana country hides; kip skins and calf.sikins. 


STANDARDIZATION OF WOOL AND WOOL TOPS 
Official standards for the grades of wool and wool top, on the basis of 
‘Giameter of fiber, have been promulgated by the Department of Agrianulture under 


the United States wool standards act. Practical forms of the standards are 
‘issued at a nominal charge for educational and commercial use. 


STANDARDIZATION OF MOHAIR 


Experimental standards ror the grades of mohair have been formulated on 
tne oasis of diameter of fiber.

BEEF AND LAMB GRADING aND STAMPING AND MBAT-GRADING SERVICE

General meat-grading service, including all meats and meat products, is” 
available at all points at which eracers are stationed. This latter service ig, 
used lergely by Federal, State and city institutions, dining car departments, i 
steamship lines, hotels, and restaurants.

WAREHOUSE LICENSING aND INSP3CTION 


Under the United States warehouse act the Department of Agriculture, 
tnrough the Bureau of Agricultural Economics, licenses such warehouses for 
the storing cf farm procucts as apply for license and meet with speciried 
requirements and occasional ins ection. Receipts issued by such warehouses 
recosnizeé as preferred collateral for loans vy many banks. Warehouses for the 
storing of cotton, grain, broomcorn, wool, potatoes, tobacco, dry beans, 
dried fruit, cold-pack fruit, cherries in orine, sirup, nuts, seeds, canned 
foods, and cottonseed for commercial purposes, are among those so licensed, 


PRODUCE AGENCY ACT ENFORCEMENT 


Investigations of apparent violations of the produce agency act are made 
upon Yeceipt of complaints filed by growers or shippers accompanied by all 
papers relating to the transaction. This act relates to perishable farm vro- 
cucts received in interstate comierce on benalf of another, and makes the 
rendering of a false accounting report, xXnowinzly and with intent to cefraud, 

& miscemeanor punishable by finecor imprisonment. Service and Regulatory 
Announcement 107 contains the text of the produce agency act and resulations 
governing its enforcement,

PARISHABLY AGRICULTURAL COMMODITIZS act 


The perishable agricul ural comiaodities act requires all commission 
mercnuants, cealers, and brokers who handle fresh fruits and/or fresno vegetables, 
in interstate comnerce, to secure a license from the Department of Azriculture. 
Tne annual license fee is $10, The act makes it unlawful to make a fraudulent 
charge; to reject or fail to Celiver in accoréance with the terms of tue con- 
tract or to dump without reasonable cause; to make a false statement as to 


quality, quantity disvosition of, or condition of the market for any commodity; | 
to fail to accoun correctly; to misreoresent the origin of any commodity; 
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or to remove or tamper witn any notice on a car or package containing a 
certificate as to the grade of the comuodity contained therein. Punishient 
may be by publication of the facts or by suspension or revocation of license. 
The Secretary of Agriculture may Cetermine the amount of Camages and order 
tueir payuent. 


Investigations of apparent violations of this act are made on complaint 
of interestec persons. Preliminerj complaints may be made by telegraph if 
concgitions cemand and will be handclec by the Department in the same way. Comn- 
Olaints not settled in this way and these in which such quick action is not 
necessary i.ay be mace the suoject of formal complaint, whicn should be 
accouisaniec by true copies oi all available supporting papers. Service and 
Rezulatory Announcenient 121 contains tie text of the perishable agricultural 
co.uit0ocities act, tne regulations governing its enforcement, and a statement 
interoreting some of its provisions.
